ALL  BILLS  payable  net  sixty  days  from  date  of  invoice,  with  discount  2 per  cent  ten 
days,  1 per  cent  thirty  days.  For  cash  in  advance  a 3 per  cent  cash  discount  is  al- 
lowed.

TELEGRAMS.  Use  Nurserymen's  Telegraphic  Code,  copy  of  which  we  will  mail  upon 
request.  In  connection  with  this  we  give  a cipher  word  in  Italics  for  each  grade. 
When  this  cipher  word  is  used  either  in  mail  or  telegraphic  orders,  no  other  descrip- 
tion of  the  stock  desired  is  necessary. 

PACKING.  We  believe  we  excel  others  in  the  manner  of  handling  stock.  This  is  due 
largely  to  personal  experience  and  supervision.
